The 49th annual Georgian Bay Steam 
Show & Family Farm Demonstration 
took place in Cookstown over the long 
weekend. 

It's known for its sight, smells, and 
sounds: the chuffing, chugging, 
whirring, whining, popping and clank¬ 
ing of tractors, steam engines, horse- 
drawn people-movers and to-scale 
models. 

There are antique tractors of every 
make and model — this year's featured 
make was Oliver — and a members- 
only tractor pull that can pitted a 1938 
Co-Op 3 against a 1955 Allis Chalmers, 
driven by the owners. 

The Georgian Bay Steam Show offers 
an opportunity to view classic cars, 
horse-drawn plows, antiques in a ven¬ 
dors' market, working models of every¬ 
thing from water pumps to wood-split¬ 
ters, a portable sawmill operated by a 
belt-drive, and a similarly-operated 
threshing machine of the kind that 
once revolutionized agriculture. 

But the queens of the show are the 
steam engines, with their massive boil¬ 
ers, piercing whistles, and glowing fire¬ 
boxes. Many were manufactured right 
in Ontario: a Waterloo engine was built 
in Waterloo, Ontario in 1920; a 1901 
horse-drawn Sawyer & Massey was 
manufactured in Hamilton. 

MPP for York-Simcoe Julia Munro 
spoke of the importance of the technol¬ 


ogy preserved and displayed at the 
show. 

"It demonstrates all the ingenuity, 
the technological expertise and the 
craftsmanship that was part of the agri¬ 
cultural world," she said recognizing 
the link between agriculture and tech¬ 
nology, "and showcasing it for the 
future generations." 


Munro helped open the Georgian 
Bay Steam Show on Aug. 2, joined by 
York simcoe MP Peter Van Loan and 
members of Innisfil council, including 
Mayor Barb Baguley, Deputy Mayor 
Dan Davidson and Ward Coun. Lynn 
Dollin.

Times have changed in Simcoe County. 

Three years ago, says Brandon Amyot, only 
one municipality within the Simcoe County 
agreed to fly the Rainbow Flag proclaiming 
Pride Week, and that was the city of Barrie. 

This year, Simcoe Pride saw 13 municipali¬ 
ties, including Barrie and the County of 
Simcoe, raise the flag and proclaim Pride Week 


to be Aug. 1-9. 

The Rainbow Flag was raised at the Innisfil 
Town Hall on Friday, Aug. 1 in front of a crowd 
that included MPP for York-Simcoe Julia 
Munro, Innisfil Mayor Barb Baguley, Deputy 
Mayor Dan Davidson, Councillors Ken Simp¬ 
son and Lynn Dollin and senior staff with both 
the Town and the Innisfil Public Library. 

They were joined by Simcoe Pride represen¬ 
tatives Mary Sue Robinet, Chair and Amyot 
representing the LGBT (Lesbian-Gay-Bisexual- 


Transgendered) community of Simcoe County. 

"Innisfil is an inclusive and welcoming com¬ 
munity for everyone, and this is just a small 
piece of a message to say that," said Mayor Bag¬ 
uley preparing to raise the rainbow flag. 

Amyot, former student trustee and a 
member of Simcoe Pride, told those gathered, 
"This is very important for people my age. This 
flag isn't just Gay Pride. It's pride in the diver¬ 
sity and inclusiveness of the community that is 
Simcoe County, and that is Innisfil."

CLEARVIEW TWP. — It will be up, up and 
away for the annual Gathering of the Classics 
on Saturday, Aug. 9. 

Hosted by the Edenvale Classic Aircraft 
Foundation (ECAF) at the Edenvale Aero¬ 
drome, located east of Stayner on Highway 26 
East, it brings together rare vintage Second 
World War-era airplanes (some even earlier 
than that), homebuilt and experimental air¬ 
craft, ultralights and a vast array of classic 
cars and motorcycles. 

Larry Quinton, of the event's organizing 
committee, said the Gathering of the Classics 
has something for everyone. As commentator, 
he will be speaking over the loudspeaker 
system throughout the day, talking about the 
aircraft that are wheeling past him and out¬ 
lining what they are. and what they were used 
for in the day. 

"Gathering of the Classics has universal 
appeal because it isn't everyday you can walk 
around airplanes up close and see them and 
talk to the pilots and get some understanding 
of what it's all about," he said. "We're proud to 


be able to offer that here." 

Aviation enthusiasts will definitely have 
their fill, Quinton said 

"We have a Bellanca Cruisemaster, a four- 
place retractable gear aircraft built in New¬ 
castle, Delaware in 1952. They were the major 
competitor of the businessman's light aircraft 
at that time," he said. "This one has been 
completely rebuilt and won the outstanding 
aircraft for its category at the world's largest 
air show in Oshkosh, Wisconsin last year." 

Classic Piper Cubs will be there, an 
Aeronca Champion, the Waco Taperwing (a 
beautiful radial-powered biplane), B-25 
Mitchell bomber, a Harvard 1943 Fairchild 
Cornell and the ECAF's 1946 Fleet Canuck. 

"We're looking forward to have a Corvette- 
powered Seabee, an all-metal amphibious 
sports aircraft, which is another classic air¬ 
craft of the era," Quinton said."And a Meyers 
OTW biplane, another absolutely outstanding 
biplane, a World War II trainer. It's kind of 
unique in that it has a polished aluminum 
fuselage and fabric covered wings. Not many 
airplanes were built that way." 

Harvards — Second World War trainers — 
and the foundation's Tiger Moth can also be 


seen up close and personal. 

A couple of Howards — built by the 
Howard Aircraft Corporation in the 1930s and 
1940s — will also drop in as well as a couple 
of Russian or Czechoslovakian post-Second 
World War trainers that were used behind the 
Iron Curtain. Visitors can also check out a 
Czechoslovakian MiG jet fighter — non-oper- 
ational — in the front yard of the aerodrome. 

All told, there upwards of 300 aircraft and 
200 four-wheeled beauties at the Gathering. 

"It's the entire gauntlet of classic cars. 
Everything you can imagine," Quinton said. 
"You can name any kind of car you can imag¬ 
ine and it will be here, including some World 
War II military vehicles. We expect them to be 
back this year. We've had several antique pre- 
World War II Rolls-Royces. Last year the out¬ 
standing car was a Lamborghini. And there 
will be a whole class of wooden-frame Mor¬ 
gans (precursor to the line of MG sports cars) 
and another class of Corvettes." 

Quinton said the general public can 
wander around through the cars and the air¬ 
planes — no touching please — and speak to 
the owners. 


NO NO’S in Real Estate Transactions 

Since I have been a Real Estate lawyer, I have received 
some very unusual requests from Clients, that have at 
times stunned me, to be honest. I will discuss some of 
them with you, in an attempt to explain why these are 
NO NO’S in real estate transactions. 

1. Can I Take Possession of the house before the 

Closing Date? 

Before your funds have been sent to the Vendor’s lawyer 
on the closing day, you will have no right to possession 
of the house, as you are not yet the owner (even if the 
property was empty before). This also means that the 
Purchaser cannot move stuff into the garage before 
Closing. A work around this may be where the Purchaser 
enters into a rental contract with the Vendor and pays 
consideration (rent) for the time they will occupy the 
premises before Closing. 

2. Can I start doing renovations on the house if 

the Vendor has already moved out? 

You cannot do renovations to the property before the 
Closing date. Of course, there is nothing in law to prevent 
a Vendor from agreeing to a Purchaser doing such work, 
but such a Vendor would be few and far in between (make 
sure to get any such consent in writing).. The problem 
with this is that in the event that the deal falls through, 
the property has now been renovated to the Purchaser’s 
liking, but will have to go back on the market. So painting 
the house, taking out walls, ripping out carpets, changing 
any fixtures would be a big NO NO before closing. 

3. 1 don't want all that stuff, why can't the 

Purchaser get rid of it? 

Unless the agreement states otherwise, the Purchaser 
is to be granted vacant possession. This means that 
not only does the Vendor have to physically remove 
himself from the premises upon Closing, but he must 
take with him all garbage, debris, and refuse. It is not 
the Purchaser’s job to clean up your mess or dispose 
of stuff that you do not want. The house should be in 
“broom swept” condition so that the Purchaser is able 
to move in without first hiring a cleaning crew. There 
should be nothing left at the house except the chattels 
and fixtures that form a part of the agreement. Leaving a 
pile of debris and countless garbage bags on the curb is 
a big NO NO. In this case, the Purchaser should pass on 
all related costs for the clean up to the Vendor’s lawyer, 
who usually has a hold back from the sale proceeds for 
the purposes of dealing with ‘rubbish’ such as this. 

4. Can I get the keys before Closing? 

See #1 and #2. The keys are not to be released until the 
deal has been closed, and the purchase money paid over 
the Vendor’s lawyer. 

5. Why don’t I have until midnight to get out of 

the house? 

The agreement calls for the deal to be completed by 6 
pm, but this does not mean that the Vendor has a right 
to remain there until 6 pm. Once the Vendor’s lawyer is 
in receipt of the funds, the Vendor is to be out of the 
house. I usually tell my clients to get organized to move 
by midday, so as not to inconvenience the Purchaser. I 
also know of cases where the Purchaser has been forced 
to call the cops for the Vendor continuing to ‘trespass’ 
hours after the deal has been closed.

Tracking Greenbelt growth

Expanding Ontario's Greenbelt by one 
million acres attracted a lot of attention 
when the idea was proposed by a group 
of municipal leaders this past June. The 
announcement was made by the Munic¬ 
ipal Leaders for the Greenbelt in the lead 
up to the fall municipal election, and is 
widely expected to become an election 
issue. 

The Ontario Federation of Agriculture 
(OFA) position on farmland preservation 
has not changed. We will be watching 
this proposed Greenbelt expansion very 
closely. And we're consulting with gov¬ 
ernment policymakers and regional fed¬ 
erations that would be affected by this 
proposal. 

Ontario's Greenbelt is the largest per¬ 
manently protected land base of its kind, 
spanning more than 1.8 million acres of 
forest, farmlands and wetlands. The pro¬ 
posal by the Municipal Leaders for the 
Greenbelt includes three key compo¬ 
nents - the one million acre expansion, 
the creation of a new food belt and the

reduction in red tape required to grow 
the Greenbelt. 

The creation of a 200,000 acre food 
belt is designed to encourage greater 
food production in areas adjacent to 
Ontario's largest urban centres. This area 
would run between urban areas in 
Toronto, Brampton and Mississauga, and 
the existing Greenbelt. 

The third element of the proposal by 
the Greenbelt group includes reducing 
red tape for municipalities wanting to 
grow, or join Greenbelted areas. 

It's been almost 10 years since the 
Ontario government established a 


provincial Greenbelt, adding one million 
acres to the already protected Niagara 
Escarpment and Oak Ridges Moraine. 
And with the 10-year review slated for 
2015, OFA is focussed on making sure 
the review properly assesses the impact 
of designating protection to these areas. 
OFA has consulted with regional federa¬ 
tions within the current Greenbelt and 
those surrounding the area to evaluate 
the Greenbelt itself, and the six expan¬ 
sion requirements to extend the pro¬ 
tected area. For OFA, one thing is very 
clear - that no expansion of the Green¬ 
belt can take place until a comprehen¬ 
sive review is complete. 

Fundamentally, the Greenbelt con¬ 
cept is to protect farmland, but it comes 
with limits and restrictions that must be 
carefully evaluated before considering 
further expansion. Farmers have already 
identified areas for improvement. OFA 
will make sure we have a voice and a 
means to influence the 2015 review 
process and the actual review.

Many myths floating about beer industry 


A lgae blooms happen every summer, and except for 
scientists and others whose interest in Lake Erie's 
health is more than passing, the phenomenon is 
mostly ignored by the local population whose dependence 
on the lake for their water supply is near absolute. 

Yet what happened in the Toledo area on the weekend is 
frightening, and should serve as a reminder that clean water 
remains one of the planet's most precious resources. 

An enormous algae bloom in Erie's western basin was so 
toxic that approximately 400,000 Americans in southeast 
Michigan and northwest Ohio were told not to use their tap 
water for drinking. Restaurants were closed and emergency 
supplies of bottled water were shipped in. The ban had 
lifted by Monday, but the episode left a lingering bad taste 
with the population - on both sides of the border. 

It's frightening to think that a public source of drinking 
water would be as vulnerable to pollution and contamina¬ 
tion, especially within a municipal water supply operated in 
one of the wealthiest nations of Earth. 

And yet a society's affluence can never excuse it from the 
consequences of its activities, especially those that impact 
the environment. 

Algae blooms are caused by high levels of nitrogen and 
phosphorous. The most common sources are agricultural 
runoff and sewage plants overwhelmed by heavy rainfall. 
Algae requires oxygen, and too much of it can starve fish 
and other aquatic life. 

Too much algae can also create a toxic brew that impacts 
water quality. In the case of Toledo, the algae pressure from 
its water sources was so intense that the drinking water 
became dangerous. 

Sadly, the immediate solution was a heavy doze of chemi¬ 
cals to bring the water into a condition acceptable for 
human consumption. That's hardly a long-term solution. 

And yet it's not like we haven't had warnings. Algae 
blooms have become fairly common in the western parts of 
Erie. Three years ago, a bloom became enormous, causing 
concern on both sides of the lake. Yet it's unusual to have 
any community - in Ohio, Michigan or Ontario - issue a 
temporary water ban for fear their residents could become 
ill from drinking from the public water supply. 

There's only one acceptable solution and that's to better 
control the amount of phosphorous going into Erie and the 
other Great Lakes. 

Also, the quality and security of sewage treatment must 
be enforced on both sides of the border. 

The problem of algae blooms is revealed in Erie only 
because that lake is the shallowest and the smallest by water 
volume. But the problem of phosphorous is universal. What 
happened in Toledo could happen again.

Jae-Sang Park is entitled to an opinion on how liquor is sold, 
but your readers should be aware that many of the arguments 
he presents are false. 

The Beer Store does not make $700 million a year in profit; it 
actually makes no profit, a fact that can be confirmed by 
reviewing the corporation's publicly available financial state¬ 
ments. 

The so-called 2013 study that produced this erroneous 
claim was funded by the convenience store lobby association 
and has since been proven false by two former assistant deputy 
ministers of finance in the Ontario government. 

What the convenience store lobbyists claimed to be a $700- 
million profit was actually shown to be higher Ontario beer 
taxes. The report debunking this claim can be found at ontari- 
obeerfacts.ca/files/studies/earnscliffe_comparison.pdf. 

Park's claim that beer always sells for less in Quebec than in 
Ontario is also false. 

While some beer products sell for less in Quebec, many 
Ontario beer products sell at prices that are lower than even 
the lowest Quebec price. When prices in the two provinces are 


adjusted to reflect Ontario's much higher provincial beer taxes, 
Ontario prices are almost always lower. 

Where Quebec has lower prices it's the result of the much 
lower beer tax there - not the retail system. 

Lastly, despite Park's claim, facts show that the Beer Store 
system is very beneficial to small brewers. 

They can list as many brands in as many Beer Store locations 
as they chose, they are charged lower retail service charges and 
they are free to set their own selling prices. 

Almost 25% of the 400-plus brands sold by the Beer Store 
belong to small brewers and Ontario small brewer sales have 
increased by 67% in the last five years alone, making them the 
fastest growing category in the system. 

While we're always happy to have a discussion about alter¬ 
native beer retail systems, I trust your readers would agree that 
it's best to base that discussion on facts, not myths.

Steamed corn on the cob is one of the 
unique treats available at the Georgian Bay 
Steam Show, held in Coolcstown over the 
Civic Holiday weekend. 

The corn, still in its husk, is cooked using 
steam from one of the historic steam engines 
at the show. 

On August 3, it was the Frampton Family's 
model of a Waterloo Steam Engine that did 
the cooking. 

"The Half Pint" is a 1/2 scale model of the 
iconic Waterloo steam engine, "build by my 
Grandfather and I - mostly my grandfather," 
says Peter Frampton. "When I was about 12, 
we were doing the tubes... It took about 10 
years." 

There was no kit available, no blueprints. 
"He went and took measurements off a full- 
size," then fabricated most of the parts to 
scale. Only a piston, salvaged from the 
Collingwood shipyards, and some of the 
valves were purchased. "Everything else was 
hand-made." 

Frampton loaded a barrel with the corn, 
built up a head of steam, then released the 
steam into the barrel. It took about 20 min¬ 
utes to cook the ears to perfection, and by 
then there was a line up for the best corn.

Georgian Bay Steam Show Club 
president Douglas Black also wel¬ 
comed the crowds and invited 
"anyone interested in machinery, find¬ 
ing out how it works, repairing things" 
to come out to the Wednesday work¬ 
shops at the Steam Show grounds "and 
lend a hand." 

Black spoke of the need to engage 
young people in the Steam Club, but 
there were plenty of second and third- 
generation Steam Club members at the 
show, driving to-scale models, garden 
tractors, competing in the Mud Bog 
and lending a helping hand. Some, 
already collectors like nine-year-old 
Lauren, brought their own antique 
tractors to the show. 

It wasn't all technology and equip¬ 
ment. 

There was live entertainment on the 
main stage, and a craft tent displaying 
traditional pioneer skills that included 
spinning and weaving. 

There was also an opportunity to 
help paint a new mural celebrating the 
Georgian Bay Steam Show, an initiative 


of Coolcstown's Around the Corners art 
group. 

The four-foot by 24-foot mural was 
designed and laid out by local artist 
Maggie Grace and divided into a total 
of 96 squares. 

Visitors to the show could pick up a 
paint brush and fill in a square, follow¬ 
ing the black outlines for a donation. 

"We were just trying to find a way to 
get arts into the community. We 
thought we'd do something steam 
show-centred," explained Grace, com¬ 
paring the mural to a patchwork quilt, 
with each participant contributing a 
square. 

"We've never tried it before," she 
added. 

"It was a way to get the local arts 
group a little more known in the com¬ 
munity, and introduce arts to the com¬ 
munity." 

The mural, expected to be com¬ 
pleted by the end of the weekend, will 
be on display at the Steam Show 
grounds to promote next year's 50th 
annual Georgian Bay Steam Show.

Dog park looking good

The event was supposed to mark the start of construction of the new fence at 
Centennial Park in Innisfil, demarcating the new Leash-free Dog Park. 

But when members of the Leash-free Dog Park Committee, Town staff and 
members of Council arrived at the Park on July 30th, they found that the contrac¬ 
tors had already fenced the entire 4 acres, and installed the gates. 

That meant that committee member Anna Murley and her son Dylan could let 
their dogs Benny and Hudson off leash. It was a perfect demonstration of what a 
leash-free dog park is all about. 

The park had an initial budget of $25,000. Over the past 3 years, the Dog Park 
Committee has raised approximately $10,000, through events like the Dog A'Fair at 
the Stroud Arena, and Bark for the Parle. The Town of Innisfil agreed to contribute 
$15,000, to ensure that the park would be ready to open this fall. 

"This is better than we expected!" said Christine Ayres. She noted that there is 
still work to be done - installation of poop & scoop dispensers, benches, and signs 
showing the rules and providing contact numbers - "but the fence is the biggest 
thing." 

The official Grand Opening will take place Oct. 5, when the Bark for the Park 
event will be moved from Innisfil Beach Park to the new leash-free park.

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Police board head 
says chief committed 
to the city of Barrie

Barrie's police chief could be line for one of the 
top cop jobs in the country. 

After last week's announcement that Toronto 
Police Chief Bill Blair's contract will not be 
renewed next April, names of several Ontario city 
police chiefs from Hamilton, Niagara and as far 
afield as London, England are being raised as pos¬ 
sible successors. 

In Toronto, one of their former top police officers 
— Barrie Police Chief Kimberley Greenwood — has 
also had her name near the top of the list. 

Greenwood joined the Barrie Police Service in 
March 2013 after more than three decades in 
Toronto, with Blair as one of her mentors. 

“Chief Bill Blair has served the city of Toronto 
and the members of the Toronto Police Service 
with distinction and is a respected police leader 
around the world," Greenwood said in a news 
release Tuesday. “He has mentored many officers 
through his expansive career, including myself, and 
it has been a professional honour to be part of his 
team." 

However, Greenwood would not comment on 
whether she'd consider applying for Toronto police 
chief job. 

Barrie Police Service board chairman Doug Jure 
said he wasn't surprised to see Greenwood's name 
bandied about in the media as a replacement for 
Blair. 

“My first reaction was that I would have been 


disappointed if she wasn't on that speculative list," 
Jure said. “And it proves we made a good choice." 

Jure said he has spoken to Greenwood about the 
position and she has indicated she's committed to 
Barrie, she has moved her family here and, in fact, 
her parents and brother live in Barrie as well. 

Greenwood has spearheaded a strategic review 
of the Barrie police department, Jure said, includ¬ 
ing taking on a review of the cost of policing initia¬ 
tive that could save the city in future police costs. 

“Her strategic review of operations has led to a 
better allocation of resources by aligning our serv¬ 
ices with other emergency response services," he 
said. 

Greenwood had 31 years in Toronto policing, 
including working on the front-line as a child 
abuse and sexual assault officer before being pro¬ 
moted to staff sergeant in the notorious Jane and 
Finch area. 

She finished her career in Toronto in a senior 
management position, supervising more than 
2,000 officers. 

As her former chief, Blair attended the Barrie 
change-of-command ceremony last year, saying of 
Greenwood that “she's going to do a tremendous 
job and I commend the City of Barrie for hiring 
her." 

Jure concurred, saying Greenwood has a stellar 
reputation in policing. 

“I've never heard a negative remark about her," 
Jure said, adding if she does decide to throw her 
hat in the Toronto ring, “ultimately, it's her choice."

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Fire victims in limbo

Alyssa Gilbert is running a zoo in her home 
these days. 

After a fire gutted the building across from 
her apartment on July 12, the D'Ambrosio 
Drive neighbour has taken in three cats, two 
dogs, two bearded dragon lizards, a gecko, a 
ferret, a budgie and several fish. 

“I'm calling it the furry friends resort/' 
Gilbert joked. "I'm feeding and cleaning at 
least three times a day." 

Gilbert, who also served food to the dis¬ 
placed families immediately after the fire, 
doesn't mind looking after the animal 
menagerie as their owners stay in hotels or 
with friends while their homes are being ren¬ 
ovated. 

The fire started in a second-floor unit of the 
three-storey apartment building at 101 D'Am¬ 
brosio Dr., in Barrie's south end, at around 
9:30 p.m. Approximately 50 people from 28 
apartments were displaced after the fire. 

Smoke and water damage caused approxi¬ 
mately $500,000 damage to the building. 

Close to half of the tenants have the 
mandatory contents insurance. 

Tenants with insurance have had their fur¬ 
niture and personal items moved outside into 
large metal storage bins positioned neatly in 
parking spaces along the rear of the building. 

Their possessions will be washed and held 
until they're relocated to another building, or 
moved back into their homes this fall. 

Tenants without insurance washed their 
belongings that weren't damaged by smoke 
and water, and also stored them in bins or 
have moved them to a new location. 

Repairs to several of the most severely 
damaged apartments on the second and third 
floor began Tuesday, with work expected to 
take up to four months to complete. 

But many of the tenants have already 
moved on. Maj. Doug Lewis, of the Bayside 
Mission of the Salvation Army, said they are 
now only hosting three families in hotels less 
than a month after the blaze. 

The mission set up a bank account for 
donations after the fire and Lewis said they've 
collected several thousand dollars. 

"It's there to be used. People who need it 
have to come and apply for it - show a need

for it - and we'll distribute it in the best possi¬ 
ble way," he said. 

Gilbert has also offered a room to a woman 
who lost her place during the fire and is wait¬ 
ing to move into a new home. 

"We don't know what to do," Shannon 
Holden said. "They've rented me a place, but 
we have no furniture, no pots and pans. We 
had to throw out our furniture because it had 
smoke and water damage, so I can't move in 
without beds." Holden said the $100 food 
card they initially received was used for food 
during their stay at a hotel, where they also 
took advantage of a complimentary conti¬ 
nental breakfast each morning. 

"When you don't have a fridge to store 
food, eating out is expensive," she said.

Thousands 
attend massive 
crafts festival

Hundreds of thousands of people took in 
the sights, sounds and great food of the 44th 
annual Kempenfest held along Barrie's water¬ 
front on Saturday, Sunday and Monday. 

Organizers say between 200,000 to 250,000 
people were expected to attend over the three 
days to check out more than 370 arts and 
crafts exhibitors, as well as 30 antique dealers 
and approximately 40 sponsors.

"We like coming here because of the 
crowds," she said, while watching the visitors 
scurrying for cover during Monday after¬ 
noon's downpour. "We're from a smaller 
town. We'd normally never get a crowd like 
this. We'd usually get 600 to maybe a thou¬ 
sand people on a good day. 

"Saturday and Sunday were good days and 
earlier today was good, until the rain came 
down. We won't have to take a shower tonight 
after all this rain," she added with a chuckle. 

Elizabeth Madej, a goldsmith from 
Oakville, was displaying her handiwork for 
the fourth year at Kempenfest. 

"We love this show. There's lots of people, 
it's very well organized and all the people are 
really friendly," she said, adding the showers 
on Monday didn't deter the shoppers for 
long. "The rain comes but the people still 
come. Barrie is so very beautiful. We're going 
to come again next year for sure." 

This weekend's Kempenfest was the 19th 
year Carolyn Showier-Lee, of Toronto, has 
taken part in. 

"The weekend was pretty good for us. 
Monday was a bit of a write-off because of the 
bit of rain we had so there weren't quite as 
many people." 

She appreciated the spot where she was 
allowed to set up her display in Southshore 
Park, off Lakeshore Drive and near Kempen- 
felt Bay. 

"When it was really hot on Saturday and 
Sunday, we still had a nice breeze," Showier- 
Lee said, adding she's watched the event

grow over the years. 

"I've seen it get bigger and bigger and 
expand more and more around the water¬ 
front.

It's their 15th year at Kempenfest. Proceeds 
from sales went to the Royal Victoria Regional 
Health Centre's Simcoe Muskoka Cancer 
Centre, the Junior Diabetes Foundation, 
Heart and Stroke as well as the Martyrs 
Shrine in Midland. 

"We got through the first sprinkle today 
and did very very well before the big down¬ 
pour. People are having a good time," he said 
on Monday, of the thousands of visitors he 
saw walking past the food tent over the three 
days. "That's why we've grown from a single 
tent to also operating a 28-foot trailer that's 
located farther down the waterfront." 

Dan and Denise Hartford managed to 
avoid most the showers on Monday and 
stopped in at Kempenfest on their home to 
the GTA from the cottage, as they have done 
for the last 10 years or so.

As the sun sets on cottage season 


(NC) As you put away the 
Muslcolca chairs and store those 
fond memories of long, sunny days, 
it's important to make sure you 
don't have any unwanted surprises 
when you return to the cottage next 
season. 

"The two most common insur¬ 
ance claims relating to cottages are 
due to damage caused by water 
and wind during the winter and 
early spring," says Ryan Michel, 
senior vice president and chief risk 
officer for Allstate Canada. "Taking 
a few extra precautions now could 
save you unnecessary grief when 
you're ready to open your property 
for another summer." 

Here's a handy cottage-closing 
checklist: 

• Turn off the water and drain 
your pipes to prevent freezing. Fro¬ 
zen pipes could burst during the 
winter, and damage your cottage 
when you're not there. 

• Inspect the roof for any 


damaged shingles and have them 
replaced before the cold weather 
hits. Clean out eaves troughs to 
allow melting snow to drain well in 
the springtime. And while you're at 
it, trim overhanging tree branches 
that may dump ice and snow onto 
your roof in the winter. 

• Ensure all boats, furniture, 
appliances etc. that are outside are 
all stored in a dry, weatherproof 
area and cover anything that may 
rust with a coat of oil. If you have a 
barbecue, disconnect the propane 
tank, store it safely and cover your 
grill with a tarp to keep it protected 
from the elements. 

• Close your fireplace damper 
and place a wooden cover over the 
chimney so birds or bats don't 
enter. This also stops any heavy rain 
or snow from entering. 

• Turn off the power supply to 
any space heaters as they can be a 
fire hazard, even at a low setting. 
Also, unplug and remove fuses 
from your electrical appliances and 
store them safely. 


• When storing boat motors, do 
not drain gasoline from fuel tanks, 
use a fuel stabilizer. 

• Make sure your smoke and car¬ 
bon monoxide detectors are work¬ 
ing properly and have fresh 
batteries. 

• Cover mattresses, couches and 
furniture with plastic sheets to pre¬ 
vent mildew and mice from taking 
hold. 

• Take a look around your cottage 
and block small holes that little 
critters might wiggle into. 

And don't forget to take photos 
of your cottage before you leave for 
the season in case of a fire, theft or 
weather damage. 

Mother Nature can be unpredict¬ 
able. Talk with your insurance pro¬ 
vider about choosing the right pol¬ 
icy to protect your little piece of 
paradise against damages that may 
occur over the winter months.

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Get cozy with your home decorating 


(NC) - Cozy. The word is cute, 
comforting, and a bit quaint.

Don’t be afraid to paint it black 


(NC) Flipping through 
today's decor magazines, it's 
easy to see that interior design¬ 
ers have become much more 
liberal with the amount of black 
they are incorporating into their 
spaces.

Lawyer 
slams plan 
to seize 
Feldhoff home

A Barrie lawyer is outraged that a 'Trail little old lady” will be booted out of her 
home because the Attorney General wants to seize it. 

"For the state to take the home of this elderly, frail lady, it is deeply troubling,” 
lawyer Bernard Cugelman said outside of court this week after the Crown 
announced it will go ahead with a forfeiture hearing. 

Last month, the elderly woman's husband, 77-year-old Willy Feldhoff, was sen¬ 
tenced to four and a half years in prison after he was found guilty of keeping an 
arsenal of bombs, booby traps and explosives used for chemical warfare stashed 
throughout his home and in a back yard bunker. Court heard he was obsessed 
with the prospect of another world war. 

While Justice Glenn Krelove found Feldhoff did not intend to harm anyone, he 
noted the potential for a major catastrophe in his neighbourhood. 

Police, bomb experts and fire officials evacuated the neighbourhood on Vir- 
gilwood Crescent and spent 12 days at a cost of almost $300,000 to dismantle the 
hidden stashes. 

Approximately $100,000 in damage was done to the home after walls, stairways 
and floors were ripped away in search of hidden weapons, a cost the Feldhoffs 
must cover. 

With her home in shambles after the search, Feldhoffs 79-year-old wife, 
Anette, fell and badly bruised her face and arms. 

But the home is all they own, says Cugelman, who calls the government's for¬ 
feiture laws "a licence to steal.” 

Initially, the government enacted the 'civil forfeiture' laws as an instrument to 
deter unlawful activity by taking away instruments and proceeds of it. 

But Cugelman insists his client was not intentionally committing crime. 

"He was trying to protect his family,” Cugelman said. 

The lawyer said Feldhoff grew up in fear and constant bombings in war-torn 
Germany. 

"If the Crown succeeds, where is his wife going to go?” he asked. 

The story is a bizarre from the beginning. The elderly Feldhoff, whom neigh¬ 
bors dubbed a "crotchety old man,” wasn't even on the police radar until two 
years ago when, out of the blue, his son walked into the police station and gave 
them an earful. 

Donald Feldhoff, 57, told police he was responsible for the 1978 cold-case 
shooting death of Michael Traynor, 26, of Painswick, in south-end Barrie. 

Traynor's body was found by a hunter in a wooded area north of Barrie in 1978. 

It was during his conversation with Barrie police that the son also told them of 
his father's deadly stash. 

Allegations of the Feldhoffs' role in Traynor's death have not been proven in 
court. 

Both men have been in jail since then, charged with murder and conspiracy to 
hide a body. 

The story is further complicated when Tuesday, a judge ordered the son back 
to bail court. He is now charged with possession of child pornography videos and 
pictures that police seized from his home when he was arrested. 

Both men are scheduled to be back in court Aug. 11 for a preliminary 
hearing, while the forfeiture hearing will continue Aug. 14.
